All the Yea 


ROCK SPRINGS, Wyo.—Three 
boys are walking down the main 
street. School is out and the pros- 
pect of the long summer recess 
makes spirits soar. Playfully, one 
youngster shoves another. He stum- 
bles, falls against the large plate 
glass window of a department 
Store and crashes through it. 

An instant later, a red fountain 
spurts from his right ‘arm where a 
razor-edged piece of glass has 
slashed through the artery. For a 
second he stares dumbly at the 
fast-flowing blood, then runs down 
the street, crying hysterically. 

Springs Into Action 

One of his two companions 
springs into action. He chases his 
panicked friend, catches him and 
knocks him to the pavement. 
Skilled fingers probe the armpit 
above the wound and the flow of 
blood stops. 

With his finger on the pressure 
point, the quick-witted youth orders 
the third boy to summon an am- 
bulance. Had the youngster been 
ignorant of first aid, his friend 
could have bled to death in a min- 
ute and a half. 

This is just one of several ex- 
amples showing how knowledge of 
first aid has paid off in Rock 
Springs, a coal mining town in 
southwestern Wyoming. 

The coal company has the na- 
tion’s top mine safety record. Rec- 
ognizing that first aid training is 
an essential part of any safety pro- 
Union Pacific coal spon- 
sors an annual first aid rally and 
contest. 

This Year’s Contest 

This year's contest was held in 
the coal company's Old Timers’ 
association building. The com- 
peting teams worked in ten-foot 


squares, laid out in a circle in the | 


middle of the auditorium floor. At 
a given signal, each team captain 
was handed a first aid problem in 
a sealed envelope. 

Interest in the contest is keen, 
and the awards ceremony late in 
afternoon is attended by 
squeals from the girls and loud 
cheers from the boys. Wrist watch- 
es went to the winning junior girls, 
matched luggage to the senior 
girls, portable radios to the boys 
and $40 to eaeh member of the 
winning men's team. Lesser prizes 
went to all other competitors.

Community's Video 
Antenna Helps 
Rreas in ‘Fringe’ 


LACONIA, N.H.—Towns and vil- 
lages in television “fringe areas” 
throughout the country can learn 
a lesson from this resort commu- 
nity. 

Video fans all over this moun- 
tainous area had been harassed by 
unclear and unsteady TV pictures, 
and sometimes no picture at all, 
largely because the signal from a 
television broadcasting antenna 
does not “bend"”’ like radio beams, 
and, therefore, it won't go around 
or through a mountain. Many 
towns which are ‘‘around the cor- 
ner of the earth’’ from the near- 
est broadcasting station—or which, 
like Laconia, are snuggled behind 
a mountain—receive little in the 
way of good television. 

Citizens here got together and 
formed a company which has 
succeeded in building the first 
antenaplex community television 
antenna in New England, At re- 
cent opening ceremonies for the 
new system, Governor Sherman 
Adams of New Hampshire said it 
resulted in “the finest television 
picture I've ever seen.”’ 

The antenaplex system consists 
of a 40-foot antenna atop 2,400-foot 
Mount Belknap with amplifiers ahd 
a cable strung on poles 6,000 feet 
down the side of the mountain inte 
Laconia, It took engineers of the 
RCA service company and a spe- 
cial construction crew nearly a

Mistakes About Thanksgiving 

There are at least three mistakes 
which are commonly made with 
reference to Thanksgiving day. We

We count 
our blessings on 
this one day of 
all the year; we 
go on a kind of 
“binge” of grati- 
tude, 

Another sort of 
mistake, made by a great many, 
even of those who are called Chris- 
tians, is to use the day for purposes 
that have nothing at all to do with 
it. Instead of worshipful gratitude 
| to God for his blessings of the year 
| past, the day is commonly used by 
| many for eating too much or for 
getting drunk at football games, 

Retail stores use the day to usher 
in the Christmas season. In fact, 
not so many years ago the com- 
mercial interests of the country 
were successful in pushing the day 
back a whole week just in order to
